REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school year embraced in this report closed July 15, 
1915. 

Five schools were maintained, with an average of 
thirty-four weeks for the year. From the Mary J. Eaton 
fund we had one week extra at the Center division. The 
total enrollment of pupils in the different schools was 63, 
of these 39 were boys and 24 girls; number of visits by 
members of school board, 32; by parents and others, 366. 
During the year we have purchased new histories, phy- 
siologies, and grammars, which are an improvement over 
those formerly in use. Some repairs have been made at 
the North, South and Old South divisions. 

We have been very much pleased to see the earnest- 
ness and zeal which some of the children have manifested 
in their school work under the present teachers, and hope 
they will so continue. Parents and citizens, by visiting 
the schools and manifesting a friendly interest in the 
teachers’ work and the children’s efforts, will add a stim- 
ulus to both teacher and pupil to do more and better 
work.
